WILL HELP BUSINESS 


If members of the Wheat Pool are 
satisfied—and they seem to be—with the 
system of selling their grain on the de- 
ferred payment plan, the arrangement has 
some obvious advantages for other busi- 
ness interests. The distribution of nearly 
six and a half millions of dollars among 
Alberta farmers at this time, as interim 
payments for last season’s grain, will 
quicken the spring trade to a noticeable 
degree. It is true, of course, that the 
farmers bought that much less last fall. 
But trade was good in the fall, and not 
nearly so much in need of stimulus as at 
the end of the winter. Whatever its other 
effects, paying for the crop on the instal- 
ment plan tends to spread the farm 
trading over a longer period, and enlivens 
business in some months when it would 
otherwise be dull. 


SOMETHING TO PONDER 


if anyone in Canada has been inclined 
to forget that we are still paying for the 
war, Hon. J. A. Robb tendered him a 
timely and forceful reminder, in the course 
of his budget announcement. The 
Minister of Finance calculates that of the 
entire expenditure of the Dominion, 42 
per cent. of the money goes to meet claims 
arising from the war. Interest and pay- 
ments on that portion of the public debt 


which was incurred after 1914 amount | 
this year to $112,107,000. “Pensions | 
vequire $40,600,000, Soldiers’ Civil re- 


establishment will take $7,000,000, and 
there are other outlays bringing the total 
up to $162,911,000. The interest on the 
national debt at the start of the war 
amounted to $12,893,000. Ten years after 
it ended, the war — which by the way 
Germany was to pay for is therefore 
costing us roughly $150,000,000 per year, 

This year we are cutting down the 
principal of our obligations by $69,782,- 
000. It is expected that next year we will 
reduce it by $60,000,000 at least. Taking 
the latter figure as being the sum that we 
may expect to pay off on the average, bad 
years with the good, it will take a matter | 
of 37 years to work off the bill. Twenty 
years at least will have to elapse, at that 
rate of paying, before the remaining debt 
will be brought down to such a figure that | 
the interest charges will not drain away a 


disproportionately large share of the 
public revenues. As he considers what 
might be done with this money if 


the debt did not exist, or the extent to 
which taxes could be cut if these obliga- 
tions did not have to be met, he must be a 
queerly constructed Canadian who does 
not feel that he has a sort of personal 
interest in the League of Nations, the 
treaty of Lausanne, the Kellogg pact, and 
any other device for making a recurrence 
of war less likely. 


WHERE TO BEGIN 


The surest, and the cheapest, way to 
bring new industries to Edmonton is to 
make the industries which are now here 
steadily and increasingly prosperous.

‘ern. The way to show him that is to 
show him that the established concerns 
re able to earn dividends on their invest- 
nents and are facing a promising future 

This is where the Edmonton house- 
nolder can help to make the new industries 
sompaign a success, and unless he is got 
to help the campaign is not likely to bring 
very large results. Edmonton ought to 
be the best place in the world to sell Ed- 
monton-made goods, If they could not be 
sold here, what right would there be to 
suppose that they could be sold any- | 
where else? The manufacturer who
